If we aro asked who are really responsible 

for the present c.\odus (roin the mines, our re- 
ply i.=, tho (jovornniciit. ^Vhatever a brief 
ru.sli in advance of the season may have to do 
with tliG e.xodiis — whatever the lack of carri- 
ers may be on the dilTcrcnt routes, the cause of 
the c.xodus can still be traced to tho Govern- 
ment of JJritirili Columbia. A year ago every 
one forsaw that Cariboo was certain to attract 
a rush of miners. The Government even was 
convinced ol it, as is proven l)y the issuance of 
the "British Columbia Hoad Loan Act, lS(il," 
in November last. Tardy as it always has 
been iu everything, it preferred up to that pe- 
riod to depend on tho Customs, Tolls, and the 
now. extinct " mulo-tax;" to moke roads rather 
than borrow tho money. When it wos urged 
at the mule-tax meeting, in 1860, that £100,- 
000 ought to be borrowed, tho response was : 
" it is impossible, as there is no legislature 
in ]h-itish Columbia." When a deputation 
from that meeting urged it upon Gov. Douglas 
he said that he had the power to borrow, 
' yet he declined to exercise it. " I'ay as you 
go," was tlic beliiiid theage motto of the 
Governor, and vii-tually impicssing every 
one that he really believed the eonalry 
was of no value; - -that no one would take a 
mortgage on it for £100,000, or even i;.")0,000. 
Like the famous. member for Glasgow, who, in 
1846, stated in the Houso of . Commons that the 
whole country north of tho 49lh parallel was 
was cot worth £20,000, so did Gov. Douglas 
apparently think as late as 'tiO, and oven down 
to '61. It has been owing to this bohind-thc- 
age policy that we find men who have come here 
to livo and arc now leaving us. The unpre- 
pared state of the oouatry— -peroipitaucy in 
getting into debt, and a thoQsand other ner- 
vous contrivances were urged as excuses for 
non-progrcision. 

At last, a year and nino months after a 
public meeling resolved that 11 loan was 
necessary lo open up tl\e country, tho " Loan 
Act" makes ils appoaraneo. Bui to ren- 
der Governmeiilal iinaneieting slill more 
embarrassing to the country, and Govern- 
mental energy still more reprehensible, the 



to the mines. But without a road the scene 
of this yeor will be re-enacted over and over 
again, and on whom shall tho responsibility be 
visited ? Not only in view of nc.\t year's 
immigration, but with respect to those per- 
sons now returning from tho mines, the Cari- 
boo road ought to be built this year. No 
chance work — no striking out roads on najier 
liy a guess-so coinpa.'s —no change of routes — 
no damage to the country or ils liard-working 
inhabitants through govenuneatid neglect, can 
lie tolerated longer. The Cariboo road must 
be built this year — shall Ijo buill — or else the 
whole iuek of those in authority ought to be

-Majesty's service. This is no time to submit 
to delay. Neither -the industry nor capital of 
the country can bo mocked longer with prom- 
ise after promise, but no fulGhncnt. The 
country is in no mood for nonsense; and if a 
good trunk waggon road be not completed to 
Cariboo from the head of navigation before 
the last of November, the Governor and his 
staff had bettor throw up their commissions.

Yesterday, at tho Homo of Assembly, the 
order ol the day was the consideration ol the 
£•10,000 Loan Bill, ou which tho IJousc went 
into Committeo of tho 'Whole, (Mr. Burnaby 
in the Ohuir) ; but tho hill soon proved a ques- 
tion of (ZiVordsr, with at least two of the 
huuorable ni'ehibcrs. Seven members were 
present, viz : the Speaker, and Messrs. Tolinic, 
Cary, Franklin, Burnaby, Harris and South- 
gate, T'he chitiso as to .the amount of interest 
to be iiaid on the money loaned eaino up. The 
original bill, as. subiniltctl by Mr. Cary, read 
that " the money be borrowed at the lowest 
proem able rale uf interest," 

Mr. llelmckon moveil to ameiul, li.\ingtlie ! 
highest rate of interest at which it could be ' 
borrowed at seven per cent, per annum. j 

To this arrangonijnt Mr. Cary obje'cUKl , I 
and was backed by Mr. Tolmie, while he 
was oppo.scd by Messrs. Soulhgato, Harris, 
and Franklin — the latter gentleman deulur- 
ing that in his opinion si.\ per cent, was the 
highest interest that should be paid. 

When the viito on tho uniendment was 
taken, Messrs. So\ith;zate, Il.'.'risarid Helmc- 
keii were in tho a:,, o, , .i,-, ...i i .'.ie-:,rs. Tol- 
mie and Cary iu the negative — .Mr, Fiaokiin

This action would have carried ih e a;;; end - 
inent, for once outsido the bai, an honorable 
member might as well he at i5olaiiy Bay as 
far as practical purposes aro eoneorned, and 
the ayes had three votes lo the noes two. 
But just as ha reached the little gate whiuh 
affords an avenue of ingress and egress to 
the Solons, 

Mr. Cary (leaping up and upsetting lii.i 
papers) cried — "Well then drop it ! S;op 
the House! (sottovoce:) Uh,damn it! such 
a set!" and himself preceded Mr. Franklin 
outside the bar, whereupon the latter

Messrs. Gary, Southgate, nuiris, and Tolmie, 
no ; lost. 

Mr. Hclmcken then pressed tho previous 
amendment, the vole on which had been in- 
terrupted by the " scone" just described, Tlie 
vote stood, ayes — Helinekcn, 1 lands. South- 
gate; noes — Cary, Tolmie, and Franklin. As 
it was a tie, the Chairman hail tho casting 
vote, which he gave in opposition lo the 
amendment, c.\i)laiiiing as he did so tliat if a 
limiting clause were inserted, there would be 
danger of no loan being procured at all ; he 
believed that it wouhl be easily inocurablo at 
7 per cent, ; but it war, ahvays licst lo be on 
the safe side, and not jeopardize the loan by 
the insertion of the restriction proposed.
